' When the lakes freeze over, East Jordan 
resident Pete Hammond is on the ice by daylight 
setting up his portable canvas fishing shanty — a 
30-second to two-minute undertaking. 

No matter the temperature outside, inside it’s a 
toasty 50 to 60 degrees with his heater and lantern 
— a perfect atmosphere for hooking blue gill, 
crappie, perch and pike and “for telling stories or 
wee Whatever you want to call it,” Hammond 
said. 

For the uninitiated, ice fishing can seem a tad 
dull, without even the ripple of water to break up 

the monotony. 

But for Hammond it’s just plain fun and not 
something easily explained. 

_ “It's just in my blood, I guess,” he said. “I just 
like doing it.” 

Just as other people like to downhill ski or 
snowmobile, Hammond yearns to be leaning over 
an augured hole on a frozen lake. 

“T’ve been going ever since I can remember,” 
said the 43-year-old. “My dad had me out there 
since I was five,” 

' His own 15-year-old son Peter “can’t wait to 
go ice fishing,” and his daughter heads out once in 
a while as well. 

H “If you get a chance, take a kid fishing,” 

Hammond said. 

Like most winter anglers, if the fish are biting, 
Hammond will stay out until 10:30 or 11 a.m. 
Then it’s back out again around 3 p.m. until after 
dark “depending on the fish you’re after.” : 

It seems that it’s the middle of the day when 
fish just seem to shut off, he said.

_ He and his son Peter have captured first 
through third place finishes in the Sno-Blast 
fishing contest for the past three years in a row. 

“A lot of it is the time you spend out there 
fishing,” he said. “If you don’t spend the time, 
you're not going to be successful.” 

His tips include — don’t stay in the same spot 
for too long “‘you have to keep moving.” 

If yau don’t get a bite within five minutes — 


. and no more than 10 minutes — Hammond 


advises to pick up and move. 

“You don’t have to move more than five feet,” 
he said. “I’ve seen my son sit five to six feet away 
and not get a bite and move to the other side of 
me and get fish. The school only goes so far.” 

He, unapologetically, uses a fish finder. And 
when the crappies are 18 feet deep, and everyone 
else is fishing 20-30 feet deep, he’s happy to have 
the electronic device at hand. 

Admittedly, finding the right spot to make a 
hole can be luck of the draw. 

“Sometimes you're right on top of fish,” he 
said and other days he’1l drill 50-60 holes and 
then resort to moving further down the lake. 

“The fish are usually, generally, in the same 
spot every year,” he said. 

Blue gills and crappies and little pike have 
rounded out most of Hammond’s catch this year. 

“Blue gills are the best eating fish there is,” he 
said. 

If the ice is at least three inches thick, 
Hammond can be found on its surface. But, he 
feels too much snow and warm weather has made 
lakes less than ideal this year. 

Tom Durecki, owner of Tom's Bait and Tackle 
in East Jordan, said ice has frozen in parts up to 
eight inches thick on Lake Charlevoix, but water 

flows freely at the bridge 
and other areas as well. 

‘We’ ve got ice and it’s 
safe, but they still have to 
be careful,” Durecki said of 
fishermen. “It forms at 
different levels all the 
time.” 

Still, Durecki’s been ~ 
selling all types of bait — 
pike suckers, grays, blues, 
shiners, wigglers, muskies 
and more. He said walleyes 
weighing up to 8 1/2 
pounds are being pulled out 
of Lake Charlevoix. . 

Hammond makes his 
rounds drilling holes on 
Lake Charlevoix, the Chain 
of Lakes, Houghton Lake, 
Lake Cadillac and others. 

He is using a one to 
two pound test line with 
tiny tear drops for blue gill 
and crappie with a wax

have in my bag of tricks to help this 
student understand?” — 

Some of those tricks are 
chunking — breaking a sentence 
down into its components. For one 
student it’s to “get a movie going in 
his brain.” 

In school, she encourages 
students to watch their teachers’ 
lips and “you'll be right on target.”

If the teacher turns his back, listen 


- harder. She encourages her students 


to be advocates for themselves. To 
raise their hand and ask the teacher 
to repeat what was said.

Toffolo has logged 2,000 hours 
tutoring, and spends two years with 
each student. Generally, during that 
time, she has brought them up to 
their current grade level and some 
beyond their grade level. 

By about lesson 20, Toffolo said 
they “start to turn the corner.” 

“Tt takes me a while to gain their 
respect and their trust,” she said. 
“From most of them, I want their 
respect because I’m here for them. 
Nobody else.” 

She has seen nervous, antsy 
children calm down. And for lack 
‘of a better word, she has seen them 
become “competitive” with their 
classmates.

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New homes will replace trailers in Wilson Township 


Homeowners living in trailers i in 


Wilson Township will be eligible to 


apply to replace their living quarters 
with manufactured homes fora low- 
cost mortgage. 

. The Charlevoix Emmet Housing 


Coalition has been awarded aHOME . 


grant from the Michigan State Hous- 
ing Development Authority 
(MSHDA) for $250,000 which will 
subsidize’ the replacement of 10 
home-owner occupiéd, pre-1978 
trailers with new. manufactured 
homes for families or individuals. 

“We're trying to get rid of unsafe, 
pre-building code trailers,” said 
CEHC Projects Manager Yvonne 
Howery. And with rules restricting 
trailers getting much tighter, she said 
townships. are pleased to replace 
them. — 

The decision to undertake the 
project in Wilson Township was 
based on its having the greatest num- 
ber of trailers in Charlevoix County, 
the accessibility of the sites and “the 
willingness of the township to. work 
with us.” 

Over the course of two weeks, 
Howery and a fellow staffer drove 
every road in Charlevoix County and 


marked each trailer on a map. They 
approached those townships which 
were interested in the program, then 
applied for the grant which requires 


making “a large impact on a small ; 


community.” 

The new homes will meet HUD 
approval and include three bedrooms, 
two baths, a living room, kitchen and 
vinyl siding. One model house will 
be available with homeowners hav- 
ing a choice of floor plans, floor cov- 
erings, siding and, if buyers meet in- 
come requirements, they can make 
upgrades. 

Mortgages will average around 
$65,000 after a $25,000 maximum 
grant per family through MSHDA. 

Rural Development, formerly 
Farmer’s Home, and a project part- 
ner, will provide some of the loans. 
Applicants must meet guidelines and 
requirements and be eligible for a low 
payment mortgage. 

Construction is expected to begin 
in March and be complete by Octo- 
ber. 

Buyers will be required to attend 
pre- and post-home buying classes, 
which among other things, will teach 
basics of managing a mortgage and
